TELLS US: 


The Menlo Park Police Spe- 
ical Fund is back in business 
this week — with $2.02. 

The Fund is sort of an unof- 
fiical kitty maintained by the 
citys’ police officers for minor 
emergency purchases such as 
a pack of cigarets for a buddy 
in the hospital. It went 10 
cents into the hole as the Boys 
in Blue voluntarily expended it 
in the recent campaign for 
bonds to build a new police sta- 
tion. (The Fund’s deficit turn- 
ed up despite the 60-plus dol- 
lars contributed by members 
of the city’s Police Reserve or- 
ganization. ) 

But this week the $2.02 turn- 
ed up from an_ unexpected 
source: 

In the final days before the 
bond election, Menlo Park 
businessmen suddenly and 
spontaneously wanted to help 
assure the police of new, ade- 
quate facilities so badly need- 
ed. They collected almost $450 
for advertising in support of 
the bond proposal. 

The Menlo Park Recorder 
was approached for advertising 
space too late; the last issue be- 
fore the election already had 
gone to press. The Recorder, 
however, volunteered to work 
up a layout and handle the in- 
sertion of two advertisements 
in a certain daily newspaper 
(to mention its name here, of 
course, would he like saying 
“CBS” on an NBC retwork 
show). 

The work was done, the lay- 
outs delivered, and ads were 
run—but just a little bit smal- 
ler than the ordered size. 

Result: The “Certain Near- 
by Daily” found itself overpaid 
by $2.02. Came to the Record- 
er last week a check for this 
amount made out to the order 
of “Menlo Park Business 
Men.” 

What to do with the check? 

Recorder Publisher Cab Bur- 
ley called Warren Slack, who 
had handled the spontaneously 
pungled-up funds. Slack and 
Burley checked with Police 
Chief George Potter. 

So the Menlo Park Police 
Special Fund is back in busi- 
ness. 


Discussing their budget for 
the coming year, Menlo Park 
Fire District commissioners 
noted that cars are supposed to 
start getting smaller.

Building Department Has Job 
Of Protecting Property Value 


A city’s building department 
is one of those which the av- 
erage citizen isn’t too aware 
of. Like a dog license bureau 
or a tax collector, it’s only 
heard from when it’s seeking 
a fee; it often goes unrealized 
that, in the long run, a good 
building inspection depart- 
ment can add to the value of 
every home in town. 

It does this by establishing 
and maintaining high building 
standards, under which no 
neighborhood can be blighted 
by poor or unsightly construe- 
tion, or where individuals can 
be endangered by unsafe prac- 
tices. 

City Building Inspector 
James D. Steiger summarized 
a few of the functions of Men- 
lo Park’s building departmeait 
recently: 

“The most important func- 
tion of the department is te 
assume the responsibility of 
seeing that every structure 
erected is in complete com- 
pliance with all building, 
electrical, plumbing, gas, 
zoning and safety codes, or- 
dinances and_ resolutions,” 
he said. 

“Many times a person who 
does not realize the hazards 
connected with construction 
will perform or be in responsi- 
ble charge of an important job. 
Also, the desire to make addi- 
tional profit or a misunder- 
standing on the part of a con- 
tractor or builder may lead to 
the existence of hazardous con- 
ditions on the job. 

“Inspection is usually the on- 
ly means available for the dis- 
covering and correcting of 
these hazardous conditions,” he 
explained. 

“Since it is the responsibili- 
ty of the Building Department 
to assume the safety of every 
building constructed in its jur- 
isdiction, and since there are 
many laws and regulations to 
enforce, it is of most import- 
ance of the successful comple- 
tion of this work that a highly 
organized, efficient depart- 
ment be in operation,” Steiger 
went on. 

“A well developed building 
department organizes the work 
for utmost expediency, and 
more general efficiency. 

“The department,” he said, 
“is ever on the alert for bet- 
ter code compliance and few- 


er on-the-job mistakes with 
the resulting drop in com- 
plaints from the public and 
better working relations with 
owners and builders. 

“The building department 
must at all times maintain 
cood working relations with 
the contractors, engineers, 
architects, various workmen 
and the city employees for bet- 
ter operation of the depart- 
ment. 

“Inside city government the 
building department must 
maintain good relations with 
all departments as the work 
touches all other departments. 
Also, it becomes involved with 
cther departments of govern- 
ment outside the immediate 
city government, two most im- 
portant ones being the fire de- 
partment and health depart- 
ment.” 

Since the building inspec- 
tor is often the first contact 
the public has with city gov- 
ernment, his personality is 
of utmost importance, 

He must be neat, observ- 
ant, courteous, prompt, a 
good frame of mind, take 
time, explain, cooperate and 
qualify his statements. He 
must be firm but fair with 
all interpretations of his 
laws and regulations, ae 

said. 

Inspection in the field is var- 
ied from day to day as to the 
types of building—residential 
or commercial. Every phase of 
the construction, step by step, 
is checked before proceeding 
on the building. 

There are 55 checks on a 
residential construction job, 
plus the elecarical wiring, serv- 
ice, gas, plumbing and heating, 
there are eight calls on each 
job plus reinspection calls for 
various reasons. 

The inspectors are direct- 
ly responsible to the city 
manager that the work is 
done to the best of their 
ability; to the public on safe- 
ty and sanitation and that 
they receive a proper build- 
ing; to the contractors and 


sub-contractors, that they 
are not held up on_ their 
jobs and that the work 


meets the requirements of 
all codes; with the architects 
and engineers, that the build- 
ing is to specifications of 
the codes,

From questions asked about 
the street it would appear that 
the local residents are patient- 
ly waiting the advent of a rec- 
reation and playground pro- 
gram which is understood to be 
under consideration.

Considering all this annexa- 
tion talk and the idea of “get- 
ting together” we only haye to 
look at the proposed Bay Area 
Authority which was all but 
buried in the state legislature. 

Here we had a plan to bring 
the Bay Area’s bridges, air- 
ports, and harbors under one, 
management and there was so: 
much dissension there were 
hardly two units of govern- 
ment that could arrive at. the 
same decision. 

San Mateo County was un- 


williny to go along for several 
reasons. ‘he first that this 


county would not have the pro- 
per representation on the gov- 
erning board, Instead the busi- 
ness would be directed by a 
preponderance of representa- 
tives from San Francisco and 
Oakland. 

A measure strongly favored 
by the two larger Bay Area ci- 
ties was scuttled, principally 
by the county’s representa- 
tives. The Authority and the. 
say Area Rapid Transit Auth- 
ority wanted to build a $150,- 
000,000 underwater tube con- 
necting San Francisco and Ala- 
meda, 

Such a plan would have de- 
prived the two cross-bay bridg- 
es in this county of funds need- 
ed for moderization and would 
kill the proposed Southern 
Crossing. Jealousy? Maybe so, 
but you can also stress that our 
officials are fighting for the 
rights of this area. 

What we see in the Bay 
Area Authority likely will 
happen to the Rapid Transit 
Plan when it comes time to 
start voting funds. Here we 
run into those “protect your 
own” ideas. 

Much of the funds would be 
spent to correct the traffic 
problems in San Francisco. 
That city needs tubes or sub- 
ways that would bring Peninsu- 
la traffic into the many busi- 
ness and industrial areas, but 

nuch of the cost would be 
borne by home owners and 
business properties in this 
county who care not how or 
when San Francisco corrects 
its own traffic problems, 

In fact, to be a little more 
selfish following the trend, you 
might say that San Mateo 
County business leaders are 
more anxious to correct traffic 
problems that will bring the 
shoppers into their own areas 
and not speed up travel to the 
metropolitan areas. 

We were of the opinion that 
Bay Area Authority would do a 
good job for the people of all 
areas if it could be established 
on a fair basis. Proof of these 
possible benefits lies in the 
figures of the New York Port 
Authority. 

In the past 10 years the.au- 
thority has been able to pro- 
vide $477,000,000 in improve- 
ments without calling on the 
taxpayers—all being paid by 
revenues and improvements 
are now running $50,000,000 a 
year. A somewhat similar pic- 
ture might be painted in our 
area but for jealousies, fears 
and maybe outright selfishness. 

When the board of super- 
visors opened bids to demol- 

ish the old county jail mem- 
bers were surprised and 
pleased to get a figure of 
$10,279 as compared to an es- 
timate of $25,000. The good 
news didn’t last teo long but 
the third from low bidder 
who is expected to get the 
job offered to do the work 
for $11,273. Salvage from the 
steel cells and many locks is 
expected as the reason for 
the low bid. 

San Carlos Paving, which 
submitted the lowest bid, noti- 
fied county authorities that it 
had made a mistake and asked 
to withdraw its offer. , 

It seems that in figuring 
some of the work on a unit ba- 
sis of $3.95 someone had made 
the mistake of moving the de- 
cimal and arriving at a total 
on a price of $.395. Not only 
did the low bidder make this 
mistake, but the second low 
bidder made it known his esti- 
mates contained the same mis- 
take. 

County Engineer Don Wilson 
referred the question to Dis- 
trict Attorney Keith Sorensan’s 
office and the DA says that if 
the firms can substantiate the 
errors as legitimate office mis- 
takes they will be allowed to 
withdraw their offers. If that 
is so, then the Braggato Paving 
would get the job at $11,273.

Edging Adds Sense Of Completeness 


Like the trimming on a’ 
cake, an edging in the garden 
adds a sense of completeness. 
But there’s more to it than 
that. Cake is good toveat with- | 
out the trimming, while a gar-| 
den without its share of edg- 
ing material lacks appeal. 

The term edging, however, | 
is not to be mistaken for for 
mality. Nor even for plant ma 
terial, in all cases. Concrete, 
wood and rock are also used | 
for edging in the landscape. | 
And of the many plants used, | 
only a finely clipped boxwood | 
is completely formal in appear- | 
ance 

The most widely used of 
all edging material are an- 
nual flowers. For color, they 
are unsurpassed. And the | 
variety they offer through 
different seasons heightens 
their appeal. Consider then 
this list of annuals for edg- 
ing which area nurserymen 
consider tops in summer gar- 
dens. 

The fluffy, light-blue puffs | 
of Ageratum are favorites with 
all gardeners who have met 
them. Nurserymen rate Agera- 
tum high and consider it an 
“undiscovered” gem for gar- 
deners who want a lot of color 
for very little work. 

Also in shades of light blue, 
but in deep purple, too, are the 
compdct forms of Lobelia, with 
their masses of tiny blooms. 
These are sure-fire for sum- 
mer-long color in a_ part-sun 
situation. Shearing back when 
blooms start to dwindle in late 
summer will bring another 
growth-bloom cycle. 

The defending champion of 
edging annuals is probably the 
dwarf Marigold. Its brightness 
is a Ssummer-long phenomenon, 
to be used along a sunny path 
or around a border planting of 
shrubs. 

And finally we come to Alys- 
sum, the modern descendants 
of those weedy annuals that 
used to come up wherever we 
didn’t want it in California 
gardens. New varieties such as 
Carpet of Snow, Little Gem 
(both white) and Royal Car- 
pet (a rich purple) make Alys- 
sum a valuable addition to the 
list. Try it to define a border 
or a walk in your own garden 
and you'll see what we mean,

Assure Your Garden's Beauty 


Got those travel folders out 
yet? Certainly by now you and 
each member of your family [ 
has announced his idea for the 
family vacation. Perhaps 
you’ve already made reserva- 
tions and have begun to pack. 

If so, now’s the time to pre- 
pare your garden for the weeks 
it will spend alone and with- 
out your care. You may have 
2 good neighbor or regular gar- 
dener who will keep up with 
the garden chores but if you 
don’t there are several pre-va- 
cation measures you can take 
that will tide your garden over 
the weeks of your vacation. 


Begin your preparations 
with the lawn. Mow it a day 
or two before you leave and 
lay down a light top dressing 
of peat moss, followed by a 
thorough soaking. The peat 
moss will hold the moisture, 
insulating the roots drom 
drying air. 

Grass clippings, too, make a 
natural muleh and conserve 
moisture. If you have some- 
one to cut the grass while 
you’re away tell him to leave 
the clippings on the lawn. 

Don’t fertilize your lawn be- 
fore you leave, caution nursery- 
men, because, the grass will 
shoot up when fed and the fer- 
tilizer plus your absence will 
mean a tough mowing job when 
you return.

anced fertilizer after you’ve re- 
turned from your vacation. 
Your favorite rose shrubs 
should have special attention 
too. Clip off dead blooms and 
spray or dust with a combina- 


tion spray for mildew and|— 


aphis. Pile up the soil in 
ridges around the rose beds 
and water well. Then spread 
a heaping trowelful of a bal- 
anced fertilizer at the base of 
each plant and soak again. 
Flower beds will still be 
blooming gaily when you re- 
turn if you have given them 
a dressing of compost or 
humus. First, though, cultivate 
the soil around the plants and 
water generously before 
spreading the humus. 


Fruit, shade, flowering trees 
end shrubs will remain in good 
condition while you’re gone if 
you shape basins' around them 
and soak slowly. After water- 
ing fill the basins with grass 
clippings or compost. Shallow 
rooted Azaleas, Camellias, Rho- 
dodendrons and Fuchsias can 
be kept happy with a heavy 
mulch of sopping wet peat 
moss. 

When you’ve done these pre- 
vacation garden chores you can 
be fairly sure you’ll return 
from your vacation, rested, re- 
laxed, and cheered by the sight 
of a garden and lawn in good 
condition.
